the wet weather. 

When the spraying program 
was finally approved, a court 
order prevented the program 
from going forward for a period 
of time. 

The mosquito problem would 
seem a likely candidate for 
further discussion in October 
with proponents remaining 
strong for a program which 
would provide some relief and 
environmentalists opposed.

but everyone took notice of it and 
tried to help me. 

Back in Sweden I always 
thought that Americans were ‘‘a 
bunch of hippies.”’ This idea was 
changed the minute I walked 
down off the plane at Kennedy 
Airport.

There are many interesting 
places we visited here in 
Massachusetts. 

To be part of the American 
Field Service International 
Scholarships Program you have 
to write essays about yourself 
and go through interviews in your 
own country. 

On the other hand families in- 
terested in having an A.F‘.S. stu- 
dent for a year, have to do the 
same thing in the United States. 

A.F.S. headquarters in New 
York City tries to place you ina 
family with about the same in- 
terests as you have. 

The same process happens in 
reverse if an American student 
applies for A.F.S. 

To anyone who is interested 
and is a Junior this year I would 
recommend that they attend 
their High School AF'S club and 
apply to go abroad for a year 
through it. It costs the club and 
the town AFS chapter much 
hard-earned money, which they 
gladly spend on this good pur- 
pose. More people would mean 
more money and more money 
means more foreign students in 
Andover as well as more An- 
dover students in Europe or 
anywhere else in the world. 

For me A.F.S. was the best 
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ervice Student from Sweden bids farewell to 


thing that could ever happen. 

During our A.F’.S. weekends in 
different towns in 
Massachusetts, all foreign 
students here have become good 
friends. Best of all we all realiz- 
ed how easy it is to get along with 
anyone if the will is there. And in 
every one of our towns here in 
the United States we met so 
much friendliness and understan- 
ding. Still of course, you always 
remember your friends and 
relatives back home. When you 
are away from someone, then 
you realize how much they mean 
to you. 

When I get home I'll be leaving 
for Finland with my parents to 
visit friends. When I come 
back I'll work as a nurse’s aide at 
the Fagerste General Hospital 
until school begins. 

Next year I will graduate from 
high school and be hostess for my 
American sister, Beth and her 
best friend, Chris Farnham, dur- 
ing the summer. 

In the fall I hopefully can begin 
my medical studies at Upsala 
University. 

Since I was a little girl I have 
wanted to be a doctor and this 
year’s experience will help me on 
my long way to get there.

Sales of $400,590,000 
were 5.5 per cent above year- 
earlier sales of $379,664,000. 

Per-share earnings rose 16.2 
per cent based on the 15,377,121 
average number of shares out- 
standing in the second quarter of 
1973 and 16,167,268 last year. 

In 1973’s first half, Raytheon 
earned $22,901,000 or $1.48 a 
share on sales of $768,735,000. A 
year earlier, the company earned 
$21,112,000 or $1.31 a share on 
sales of $738,353,000. The average 
number of shares outstanding in 
the first half was 15,469,602 in 
1973 and 16,144,869 the year 
before. 

Total company backlog at the 
end of the first half was $1.27 
billion, up 28.5 per cent from $988 
million a year ago.

“United’s backlog and that of 
The Badger Company for 
petroleum refineries and 
petrochemical plants are both at 
record levels, aggregating more 
than $550 million.“‘Demand for 
major appliances remained 
strong in the second quarter,”’ 
Mr. Phillips said. ‘Combined 
sales of. Raytheon’s two 
appliance companies, Amana 
and Caloric, continued to run 
about 20 per cent above the year- 
earlier level. 

“Increasing shipments of the

traditional materials they 
replace. 

“And perhaps most important- 
ly, the utilization of waste glass 
as a building block in construc- 


tion reveals exciting new ways to > “ 


use society’s reclaimable | 
materials,’’ said Goldstein. 

The products introduced in the 
newest building in the project are 
construction brick, tile pavers, 
decorative glazed foam, 
acoustical ceilings and a foam 
core for wall partitions. 

Waste glass products previous- 
ly used in the industrial park 
development are glass terrazzo. 
floors, glass wool insulation, 
glass cement blocks, and 
glasphalt, a street paving 
material composed of asphalt 
and 60 per cent crushed glass. 

The tile pavers and bricks, 
which were based on 
developments by the U.S. Bureau 
of Mines, were manufactured by 
the Port Costa Brick Company in 
Northern California. The pavers, 
implanted on the outside en- 
tryway to the building, use ap- 
proximately 10 per cent waste 
glass; this increases density, 
decreases moisture absorption, 
produces a better-wearing sur- 
face and reduces kiln time 
and/or temperature, according 


to the Bureau of Mines. 
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“NINE TRAIL-BLAZING PRODUCTS ein waste aia introduced 


commercially in three industrial buildings totalling 182,000 
square feet, at the Fullerton Air Industrial Park was announced 
by Edward D. Goldstein, president of Glass Containers Corpora- 
tion. These new building materials have been made from millions 
of reclaimed bottles and jars, and are being used for the first 
time commercially in the U.S. at the new industrial development. 


The brick is made with 50 per 
cent waste glass and can be 
produced with less kiln time than 
ordinary brick, according to 
government-conducted research. 

The decorative glazed foam 
and acoustical ceilings were 
developed by Dr. John D. 
Mackenzie, professor of 
engineering at UCLA, with 
grants from the PPG Industries 
Foundation and the Glass Con- 
tainer Manufacturers Institute. 
The highly-attractive glazed 
foam is being test marketed by 
Environ Control Products, Inc., 
of Van Nuys, and is manufac- 
tured by mixing a small amount 
of foaming agent with ground 
waste glass. This mixture is 
heated at relatively low 
temperatures for different 
lengths of time to produce a 
variety of densities and shapes. 
The product, which, when 
enameled, becomes an attractive 
art form, has the advantages of 
non-combustibility, excellent 
sound insulation, and high 
machinability. 

According to Jerry Johnson, 
Technical Manager of Environ 
Control Products, the low weight 
of glazed foam, named ‘‘En- 
virite,’’ will permit its use in a 
‘variety of applications in which 
ordinary glazed tile cannot be 
used because of its heaviness. 
The glazed foam is used as a wall 
paneling at Fullerton, but ap- 
parently the range of its potential 
decorative and functional 
applications are as limitless as 
the designer’s imagination. 

The acoustical ceiling material 
is also a foam product manufac- 
tured by E.C.P. Ine. It is totally 
incombustible and smokeless 
while providing thermal insula- 


tion, and is formed into two-by- 
four foot panels to serve as a 
replacement for customary 
acoustical ceilings. 

The wall partitions using a core 
of E.C.P. foam glass were 
manufactured especially for the 
Fullerton Air Industrial park in- 
stallation by Major Partitions, of 
South El Monte. The low density 
partitions provide excellent 
sound and heat insulation. They 
also provide higher fire 
resistance than ordinary wall 
materials and offer particular 
advantages in high rise construc- 
tion governed by stricter fire 
codes, according to Val Majors, 
president of the manufacturing 
concern. 

According to Goldstein, 
preliminary studies show. that 
the five newly-introduced 
products can be manufactured at 
less cost than the standard 
products they replace, and in ad- 
dition provide benefits in their 
versatility and overall quality. 

Millions of reclaimed bottles 
and jars have been used in the 
glass-based products incor- 
porated to date in the construc- 
tion of the industrial park, which 
has become a major show place 
for the development of products 
from waste materials. 

“We feel what is being ac- 
complished at Fullerton Air In- 
dustrial Park represents a major 
step forward in seeking new 
ways to utilize the reclaimable 
materials that are now part of 
our nation’s solid waste stream,” 
said Goldstein.

We seldom drift from what we consider to be our 
editorial obligation in limiting our sphere to local issues. 

The gravity of events on the national scene this week, 
however causes sufficient concern to warrant the atten- 
tion of the entire nation. 

The Watergate scandal has drawn us to a constitutional 
confrontation between the President and the Congress. 

President Nixon has refused to release tapes of conver- 
sations surrounding the Watergate break-in and coverup 
to the select committee probing the scandal and to 
Archibald Cox, special investigator. 

Anyone in public life, regardless of their plateau, must 
be aware that, the general public, in perhaps a fickle 
way, is quick to make lasting judgements. 

Under the circumstances, release of the tapes could 
completely vindicate the President from any wrong do- 
ing. Since he chooses to retain control of the recordings, 
there is left the element of doubt in the eyes of the 
general public. 


More important than public opinion however, is the 
constitutional confrontation - - a legal challenge as to the 
rights of the Presidency, at a time when the morale of 
the country can. least afford such a test. 

We have explicit faith in the constitution, for it was 
drafted, signed and defended by men who steadfastly 


refuted a monarchy, something which the President 


must not overlook. 

Chairman Sam Ervin, Jr., of the select committee 
probing Watergate said it best when he described the 
Presidency as a gift of the American people - - a gift that 
carries with it great trust. 


Building 


Any fears that Andover will lose its residential 
character should be put at ease by the continuing new 
dwelling starts in town. 

A year ago it was reported that Andover was well on its 
way to a record building year, based on figures from the 
building inspector’s office for the first six months. 

A repeat of those figures has already occurred this 
year. 

Construction Of 86 new homes has been authorized 
through June of this year. 

In addition there have been new apartment complexes 
authorized and a professional building, all of which will 
be added to the tax roles come 1974. 

Under such circumstances is there any further need for 
proof of the necessity for inviting industry to the town to 
bear some of the tax burden. 

During the Hewlett-Packard controversy earlier this 
year, it was continually emphasized that a pleasant blend 
of residential commercial and industrial property could 
be maintained in Andover. 

Statistics from the assessors indicate that residential 
property this past year is carrying 75 per cent of the tax 
burden. This ratio seems assured of being maintained, if 
not rising in the years ahead. 

Industrial property can well rise in Andover without 
proving harmful to the community’s character from all 
indications.

The powers that be on Beacon Hill are at it again, and 
once again, Andover falls victim to political slicing. 

The town which recently through the efforts of in- 
terested citizens and public officials, was rescued from a 
thoroughly carved representative district, now stands 
about to be cut up in its state senatorial representation. 

Redistricting of the senate would leave all but two 
precincts of Andover in its present alignment with a 
Lawrence senator. Precincts six and five will be appor- 
tioned to a district which includes North Reading and 
other communities ambling toward Hamilton, Ipswich 
and Gloucester. 

Andover deserves better representative alignment, if 
it is to be split at all. 


For Sen. William L. Saltonstall, who would be cam- 


paigning on ‘‘the Hill” and in ‘‘the Vale,”’ under the new 
setup, the plan is a natural, since the Republican solon 
could be assured of solid support. 

But Andover’s natural alignment, we feel, lies in other 


directions, more toward the Lawrence - Haverhill area, 


than in the direction it will be going. 

Some see a natural affinity for joining with com- 
munities to the ‘south’ such as North Reading and 
Wilmington, in regional project, among them, Selectman 
Milton Greenberg, who with Selectman Alan French 
have proposed from time to time, investigating 
municipal co-operation on some major projects. 

But, we fail to see our interests being best served by 
going in that direction. 

There has been historically, a natural alliance among 
the Greater Lawrence communities. 

The reasons for insistance on creation of- an all- 
Andover representative district, holds sway in support of 
keeping the town aligned with a single senator. 

But, if the district must be carved up, we fell the dis- 
trict could be better served by a senator who would be 
closer to the Andover scene, and be more aware of the 
regional problems as they relate to Andover’s participa- 
tion in problems of Greater Lawrence and the

Now is the ideal time to prune 
your garden flowers to keep them 
healthy and flowering profusely. 
The Massachusetts 
Nurserymen’s Association 
suggests that flower pruning can 
be simple and very valuable to 
most home landscapes. 

The main reason for pruning is 
to increase flowering by remov- 
ing old blossoms which might 
turn into seeds, after which the 
plants might stop blooming for 
the rest of the summer. Plants 
which benefit from this type of 
pruning are Pansy, Monarda, 
Shasta Daisy, Delphinium, 
Alyssom and Chinese Forget-Me- 
Not. 

The shape of mid-season plants 
sometimes become less than 
spring-like in beauty. Long, 
straggly shoots dominate the 
plant and distort its normal 
shape. Petunias or Verbenas are 
common examples of this trou- 
ble. When they become shaggy 
and their shoots fail to bounce 
back into position following a 
summer thunderstorm, it is time 
to prune the plants heavily. They 
may be cut back to two thirds or 
less of their present size, Within 
two weeks, they will have

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Beacon Hill Observations 


By Bill Kirtz 

A growing trend toward com- 
munity cooperation ‘has sparked 
meetings on the state’s water, 
land and solid waste problems. 

The New England River Basins 
Commission aims to set some 
long-range management stan- 
dards for water and coastal 
regions as many areas face large 
increases in population and in- 
dustry. 

The Southeast New England 
Study is a joint state-federal $3.5 
million project covering ten 
drainage areas in eastern 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

It aims to scan regions’ water 
supply, stream flow, wetlands, 
fish and wildlife, flood plan 
management, coastline and es- 
tuaries. Then, the hope is, vital 
areas can be preserved while 
housing and industry has a 
proper place to develop. 

The study 
develop elaborate data by which 
communities can evaluate a 
development’s potential impact. 

While Massachusetts and the 
rest of the nation hears much 
about an energy crisis, it’s been 
estimated that the U.S. may be 
throwing away 15 billion kilowatt 
hours of electricity a year by us- 
ing throw-away containers. 


The state’s Forest and Park 
Association calls this figure only 
one small aspect of the solid 
waste problem - - a problem 
which Massachusetts’ en- 
vironmental chief proposes be 
solved with state-regional 
cooperation. 

Charles H.W. Foster, 
secretary of environmental af- 
fairs, says the state should 


will eventually — 


cooperate with regional planning 
agencies in evaluating needs and 
selecting sites for a sanitary land 
fill and that the state should pay 
half of the costs of upgrading in- 
cinerators and of setting up 
stations to get trash from one 
place to another. 

The Forest and Park Associa- 
tion believes that until some new 
method is discovered, a sanitary 
landfill is the only way to handle 
materials which can’t be recycl- 
ed. 

The Foster plan would make 
communities participate in 
recycling and solid waste dis- 
posal programs. But it would let 
them contract out such 
operations as collection and 
transport to district transfer 
stations. 

While the Foster plan gets of- 
ficial scrutiny on the state level, 
areas throughout Massachusetts 
are holding regional meetings to 
discuss proposed regional 
cooperation. The proposal would 
set up mandatory regions for 
solid waste processing. Under 
the plan, the state would survey 
existing state-owned properties 
for suitable sites, thus 
eliminating the need for cities 
and towns to spend money for 
land-taking. 

Eventually, under the proposed 
plan, there will be 26 regional 
facilities for waste processing 
and disposal - - with up-to-date 
recycling methods reclaiming 
cans, bottles, plastic and paper. 

And what about those throw- 
away containers which cost us so 
much electric energy? 

A bill is due in the State 
Legislature in September which 
would ban non-returnable

bottles. 

And will all the efforts pay off 
in Massachusetts? 

If New York state’s experience 
is any indication, it will. 

The deputy commissioner of 
New York’s department of en- 
vironmental conservation has 
told Massachusetts’ Joint 
Legislative Committee on 
Natural Resources and 
Agricutlure, that in his group’s 
three years of life ‘‘the air is get- 
ting cleaner, the water is getting 
purer and we are beginning to 
use the land and its natural 
resources more wisely.’’

Picasso 
Exhibit 
At Museum 


Pablo Picasso: Master of Line, 
an exhibition in tribute to the 
greatest graphic artist of the 20th 
century, is on view at the 
Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, 
now through September. 

Prints and drawings from the 
Museum’s rich collection span 
Picasso’s career and 
demonstrate his extraordinary 
inventiveness in the graphic 
media. 

Prints and drawings are as im- 
portant as paintings to an un- 
derstanding of Picasso’s genius. 
His prints particularly reflect his 
constant experimentation. He 
often made radical changes on 
the print as he worked. 

The prints on exhibition show 
his great range of subject matter 
and style. He drew from classical 
mythology, the bullfight, and the 
art of the past to invent his own 
highly original imagery. Picasso 
often combined two styles, such 
as Cubism and realism, in the 
same print. 

The exhibition is organized by 
subjects. They include the artist 
in his studio, the bull, woman and 
circus performers.

“Vollard Suite’’ of one hundred 
etchings published by the great 
print and book publisher Am- 
brose Vollard. 

This exhibition presents an ex- 
traordinary group of six rare 
lithographs from a series on the 
bull. They show Picasso’s 
method of developing a design by 
transforming the massive, 
realistically described figure of a 
bull into a pure graphic out- 
line.The Museum has many 
prints in Picasso’s classical style 
where he evokes three- 
dimensional figures with the 
movement of a single solid line. 

Head and Figure Studies, a 
large preparatory drawing for 
the major painting, Two Nudes, 
highlights the selection of 
drawings.

developed many new side 
branches that will flower more 
vigorously, and they will be 
neater plants. This kind of flower 
pruning could be done just before 
the family leaves for a vacation, 
so the shabby regrowing period 
will be over by the time you 
return home. 

Another easy bit of garden 
pruning will help to correct the 
common mistake of planting 
plants too close together. In mid- 
summer, crowded plants may in- 
terfere with each other’s ability 
to grow and to flower normally. 
Pruning the more vigorous 
bullies will save the slower- 
growing plants from being lost. 

In addition to pruning, the 
guiding of flower stems is a sim- 
ple and helpful practice to sup- 
port flowers against rain and 
wind and to guide them in in- 
teresting, attractive patterns so 
that they do not have to be ver- 
tical or stilted-looking. 


What is a quaking bog? 

Parents of participants in the 
Museum of Science’s summer 
courses will learn the answer to 
this and many other questions 
Tuesday (July 31) at a special 
Parent’s Night that marks the 
end of this year’s session. Ninety 
young people from 32 Greater 
Boston communities have just 
completed this program that 
offered courses for students in 
grades one through twelve. 

The classes were designed to 


familiarize students with New 
England’s ecological com- 
munities and man’s interaction 
with them and their nonhuman 
inhabitants. To allow firsthand 
study of these areas, the courses 
featured overnight camping and 
numerous daylong tela trips. 
Destinations included rocky and 
sandy beaches, saltwater 
marshes, limestone caves, 
wildlife sanctuaries, bogs, the 
banks of the Charles River, and 
Boston Common and Public 
Garden. 

Participants recorded their fin- 
dings in notebooks and collected 
and mounted limited samples of 
flora. In two courses, students il- 
lustrated their discoveries with 
photographs, and in one course, 
first and second graders learned 
to develop their own pictures. 
High school students took advan- 
tage of a new course in spelunk- 
ing to learn both caving techni- 
que and the paleontology, 
geology, and ecology of the caves 
they explored. 

At the special program Tues- 
day evening at the Museum, the 
young people will present an 
overall view of the courses and 
what they have learned, and dis- 
play the projects they have work- 
ed on during the summer. 

Parents will be greeted by 
course instructors Brent 
Jackson, Stephen Karon, Emily 
Meyers and Diana Stanton, all of 
the Education Department.
